The prey of Common Wasps (Hymenoptera, VESPIDAE). 
[ Abstract. | 
Professor C. D. Duncan, in A contribution to the Biology of North American 
Vespine Wasps (1939, Stanford Univ. Publ., Biol. Sci. 8), complains that 
“ Records in the literature are numerous but, except in the case of the housefly 
and blowflies, rarely name the species concerned.” A study of some of the 
material preserved in the Hope Department has produced a number of records 
which it is desirable should be published. 
2. Professor G. D. Hale Carpenter. 
(a) A pupa of Brassolis isthmia Bates with some Chalcids 
(Spilochaleis) which have been bred from it from Panama. 
(b) An interesting case of similar beak marks on a Euploea 
and a Danaine from Assam and (probably) Western China.

The beak marks on the two specimens correspond with the impression 
made by the beak of the widely distributed Racquet-tailed Drongo.
